people to disabuse their minds of 
the idea that it is the proper thing 
not to be on time. 
One sees it on 


every hand. . Whether it is a busi- 
ness or pleasure engagement seems 
to make no difference and sex has 
nothing to do with the case—the men 
are just as bad as the women- 


As a result the person who is true 


to his convictions that eight^o'clo.ck 
should mean eight o'clock anj no 
later, suffers continually for the neg- 
ligence of others. 
The person who 


'dawdles, along to a business engage- 
ment fifteen minutes late does not 
appear to realize that perhaps the 
other party has given valuable time 
and that the Joes of those few min- 
utes in action may have been 
yery 
costly. 


One scarcely dares to make two 


engagements in succession for fear 
.that they will be kept waiting so long 
In the first case that it will be impos- 
sible to keep the second engagement. 


In these days of varied Interests 


the lives of many people are crowded 
so full of duties and responsibilities 
that only by the most careful sys- 
tem are they enabled to do the many 
things -which each day brings to them. 


Many a time it has needed consid- 


erable management and adjustment 
of other affairs to arrange for an im- 
portant committee meeting. 
In the 


majority of cases the most of the half 
hour is spent in waiting for some one 
who can just as well give the whole 
day to the meeting or who has been 
the victim of a previous delay. 
This 


exasperating state of affairs shows 
a lack of business principle and cour- 
teous consideration for others. 
More 


than that it is bad on the nerves and 
disposition. 
No wonder that people 


resolve never again to'be on time and 
this matter goes on from bad . to 
worse.' 


T-his lack of promptness is eviden- 


ced not only in business engagements 
but is especially noticeable at meet- 
ings and entertainments 
many of 


which do not begin until half an hour 
after the scheduled time because the 
audience, hasn't appeared. 


Of course there are times when one 


must necessarily go late to a meeting 
or entertainment or miss it entirely 
but that is beside the question. 
In 


such cases no one expects the meet- 
ing to wait for him. 
The delay is us- 


ually caused by the people who might 
have been in their seats a quarter of 


an hour before time • just as easily 
as a quarter of an -hour afterwards. 


•Chairmen of important meetings do 


not like to adjourn for the lack of a 
quorum when it may chance to mater- 
ialize in an hour or1 so. 
Entertain- 


ers do not like to appear before emp- 
ty seats and have the first part of 
their program serve merely as an ac- 
compainment for the entrance of the 
audience. 
Consequently the meet- 


ing or the entertainment is held and 
people are encouraged in their evil 
habit. 


Nowhere is the effect of the late 


comer more disagreeably felt than at 
the opera house. As a rule, the first 
part of a play is ruined by the distur- 
bance which people make in taking 
their seats after the curtain has-gone 
up. 
The beginning of the stage 


story is lost, actors and audience are 
annoyed' and the only one pleased is 
the evil genius that hugs himself in 
triumphant joy when mortal man loses 
his temper. 
If people could only 


speak .their minds freely at all times 
many a pretty drama-at the Myers 
Grand would begin in an atmosphere 
which' would make a niost suitable 
and effective setting for the" brocken 
secure in "Faust." 


If people are to be reformed heroic 


measures must be adopted and they, 
instead of the righteous, must be made 
to suffer for their.own crime. 
Ev- 


ery club and society' should pass and 
enforce resolutions to call its meet- 
ings and begin its entertainments on 
time and late comers should not be 
allowed to disturb the audience al- 
ready assembled. ' it would 
almost 


seem as if the management of the My- 
ers Grand would be warranted in mak- 
ing a rule for the protection of their 
patrons that no person should be seat- 
ed during the progress of the play. 
This rule might be applied to enter- 
tainments and the ushers 
should 


be permitted to serve only between 
selections. 
It would come 
a little 


hard at first but it might accomplish 
the .desired effect.

Speaking of the opera bouse re- 


minds me that I have'a word to say| 
about the people who are In such) 
haste to get away that they cannot 
wait for the final curtain. 
It is a 


most mysterious proceeding—one that 
it is impossible for me to understand. 
As soon as the complications of the 
story begin to unwind or the signal 
is given for the final choruses a large 
number of people hustle out of their 
saats. and rush for the door. 
The 


gallery gods are in the push, but 
there are others. 
One would think 


that an alarm of fire had been given 
or 'that some urgent necessity requir- 
ed the people, to be out of the house 
before the curtain fell.
